New  research  publisheU  in 
the  Annual  Review  of  Ecology, 
Evolution  and  Systematica, 
shows  survival  is  a  lot  mote 
complicated,  and  natural  se- 
leerion  Is  neither  clear-cut 
nor  provable.  The  research¬ 
ers,  who  study  natural  selec¬ 
tion  as  it  relates  to  infectious 
dfaeases,  explained  the  theory 
does  not  account  for  environ¬ 
mental  changes. 

For  example,  some  weeds 
in  a  vacant  lot  may  carry  a 
gene  variation  that  helps 
them  thrive  in  hot  sunshine 
while  othc''  favor  cool  shade.

Griping  -  Whining  -  Grumbling  - 
Beefing  -  Be  ly-aching  -  and  moamng 
are  just  a  fe  e  verbe  used  to  describe 
what  we  all  do  on  a  daily  basis.  Ibe 
Apostle  Paul  had  a  few  words  of  wis¬ 
dom:  ‘Do  all  things  without  grumbling 
or  disputing:  that  you  may  prove  your¬ 
selves  to  he  blameless  and  innocent, 
cluldren  of  Cod  above  reproach  in  the 
midst'  of  a  aooked  and  perverse  gen¬ 
eration,  amtng  whom  you  appear  as 
lights  in  the  world’  . .  .  (Phif  2:14-15 
NASB).  BiTy  Graham  said,  *  Grum¬ 
bling  and  giatitude  are,  for  the  child 
of  G^  in  conflict.  Be  mtefiil  and  you 
wont  gnunble.  Grumble  and  you  wont 
be  watcful.” 

The  people  of  Israel  grumbled  when 
they  arrived  at  Marah  and  found  bitter 
waters  (Ex.  15:23).  God  provided  sweet 
^ters  by  hav^  Moses  throw  a  tree 
into  the  water.  Then  when  they  came  to 
Elim  they  found  12  springs  of  water  and 
70  date  palms.  God  provided  an  oasis  in 
tbewilwniess. 

Exodus  16  begins  with  the  congre¬ 
gation  in  the  Wilderness  of  Sin’; 
sotneone  began  the  grumbling  and 
voiced  how  good  it  was  to  have  had 
the  pots  of  meat  and  the  bread  while 
being  slaves  in  Egypt.  Spreading  like 
feathers  in  the  wind,  the  grunmling 
giew  and  grew  until  the  entire  congre- 


fation  was  voicing  and  shaking  their 
eads  in  agreement.  And  whose  fault 
was  it?  Moses  and  Aaron’s?  God’s? 
Someone  has  called  it  ‘spiritual  amne¬ 
sia’.  We  also  question  the  future  and 
forget  what  has  transpired  in  the  past; 
which  is  God's  feithfulness! 

And  of  course,  God  was  listening  to 
^  of  the  grumblings.  He  tells  Moses, 
‘Behold,  I  will  rain  oread  from  heaven 
for  you  .- .  .■  (vs.  4  NASB)  and  it  will 
be  on  the 
ground  first 
thing  every 
morning.  A 
daily  por¬ 
tion  would 
be  provid¬ 
ed  for  six 
days.  How- 
•  ever,  on  the 
sixth  day, 
they  were 
to  gather  twice  what  was  needed.  This 
was  God’s  test  as  to  whether  or  not  th^' 
would  follow  the  instructions  given  to 
them.  Another  way  of  stating  it,  God 
was  questioning  their  obedience. 

So  the  quails  came  up  at  twilight  and 
covered  the  camp.  No  shotguns  needed 
here!  The  people  simply  went  out  and 
rathered  what  they  needed.  Then  in 
the  morning,  there  was  a  layer  of  dew. 


When  the  dew  evaporated  what  was 
left  was  ‘a  fine-like  thing,  fine  as  the 
hoarfrost  on  the  ground’  (vs.  14  NASB). 
Unless  you  are  a  meteorologi^,  most 
of  us  are  not  familiar  with  the  word 
‘hoarfrost’.  The  Weather  Channel  calls 
it  ‘frost  on  steroids*.  It  is  the  fine  white 
cryst^  attached  to  loose  ground,  grass, 
or  objects.  So  strange  was  it  the  people 
of  Isiwl  asked,  ‘What  is  it?’  Moses  told 
them  it  was  ‘manna’  or  bread  from  heav¬ 
en.  On  the 
l.Sth  day  of 
the  second 
month  after 
their  depar¬ 
ture  from 
the  land  of 
Egypt,  their 
first  twi¬ 
light  in  the 
wilderness, 
the  people 

of  Israel  witnessed  an  act  of  God  which 
affirmed  His  power  and  sovereignty 
oyer  His  creation.  There  was  meat  in 
their  pots  and  when  the\'  awaken  the 
next  morning  there  was  bread  to  their 
filling— no  more  or  less  than  what  was 
needed.  Gratitude  should  have  filled 
their  hearts.  The  same  should  be  true 
for  us  when  we  see  how  God  provides 
for  our  daily  needs.

Remember  the  instructions  giv¬ 
en,  nothing  was  to  be  held  over  until 
morning '(vs,  19).  Imagine  their  sur¬ 
prise  when  those  who  hoarded  found 
worms  and  a  foul  smell  where  once 
there  was  manna.  They  did  not  listen 
to  Moses  and  he  was  angry.  By  hiding 
the  food  the  people  were  questioning 
God’s  provision;  a  lack  of  trust.  When 
you  and  1  are  obedient  to  God’s  pre¬ 
cepts  and  commands  we  are  trusfflig; 
just  as  the  people  of  Israel  had  to  rely 
upon  God’s  sufficiency  so  mu-st  we  (See 
2  Cor.  12:9). 

The  word  manna  is  mentioned  in 
the  New  Testament  three  ti;iies;  John 
6:31-33.  Hebrew  9:4,  and  Revelation 
2:17.  In  the  Scripture  text  in  John,  Je¬ 
sus  reminds  the  people,  “...It  is  not  Mo¬ 
ses  who  has  given  you  the  bread  out  of 
heaven,  but  it  is  My  Father  who  gives 
you  the  true  bread  out  of  heaven.  For 
the  bread  of  God  is  that  which  comes 
down  out  of  heaven,  and  gives  life  to 
the  world’  (vs  32-33  NASB).  Jesus  then 
went  on  to  say,  “I  am  the  bread  of  life; 
he  who  comes  to  .Me  shall  not  hunger, 
and  he  who  believes  in  Me  shall  never 
thirst’  (v.35).

Battle  Armor  •  Ephesians  6: 1 0-20 


Last  week  in  Sunday  School,  we 
studied  a  lesson  titled  ‘Fear  Not.’  The 
dderly  pastor,  John,  separated  from 
his  church  which  he  lovingly  called 
‘my  little  children’  sought  to  reassure 
those  little  children  in  very  hard  times. 
The  Apostle  John  reasaurii^y  wrote, 
’You  are  from  God,  little  children,  and 
you  have  conquered  them,  becau.se 
the  one  in  you  is  greater  than  the  one 
who  is  in  the  world,’  i  John  4:4  (CSB). 
In  today’s  lesson  passage  the  Apostle 
Paul  wrote,  ‘Be  strengthened  by  the 
Lord  and  by  his  vast  strength,’  Ephe¬ 
sians  6:10  (CSB).  These  New  Testa¬ 
ment  passages  sound  very  similar, 
don't  they.  God’s  word  is  coasistent  if 
nothing  else.  And,  of  course,  it  is  con¬ 
sistent  oecause  it  is  much  mure;  it  is 
God’s  inMUblc  word  without  any  mix¬ 
ture  of  error. 

Peter  had  warned  us  the  difficulties 
of  this  earthly  life  are  compounded 
bv  Satan  since  he  is  ‘prowling  around 
lixe  a  roaring  lion,  looking  for  anyone 
he  can  devour,’  i  Peter  5:8  (CSB)  But 
even  Joshua  had  assured  in  the  Old 
Testament  that  we  could  ’Be  strong 
and  courageous,’  Joshua  1:7  (CSB). 
God  will  take  care  of  us  if  we  trust 
Him  becauae,  ’God  is  Love,'  1  John 
4:8b  (CSB). 

As  Americans,  we  are  fortunate  to
